RECORD TRIP MADE 
BY AUTOMOBILE 


Seconds On An Ordinary 
Alberta Road 


It has remained for an Alberta 
driver and a Canadian made car to set 
an American dirt road record that will 
probably live for many a year, The 
stunt was performed Sunday Novem; 
ber (5, when Paul Welch, in a Mc- 
Laughlin Buick. Master Four, | stock 
model, made the trip from, Edmonton 
to Calgary and return, 415% miles, 
in 9 hours, 26 minutes and 55 seconds. 
The time includes ‘two stops at Red 
‘Deer for gas, totalling 3 minutes, ‘stop 
at Calgary for registration, 3 minutes, 
five minutes lost through a puncture, 
and the period lost through losing the 
trail out of ‘Calgary. and retracing five 
miles. ‘The ten miles travelled in this 
manner is not ineluded in the mileage 
and rée- 
turn. Mr Welch was accompanied on 
his trip by Steve Playford. 

The fastest time made was from 
Edmonton to Calary, 4 hours, 32

FEEDING SILAGE 


"(Experimental Farms” Note) . 
Ensilagé will be fed. on quite a num- 
‘ber of the farms in Western Canada 
during the coming wititer, lf the crop 
was put it’ the silo in” good ‘condition 
the silage will be ready: for feeding a 


few weeks after ensiling. Before com- 


mencing to’ feed, all mouldy © silage 
should be removed, ‘The. surface of 
the silage should be kept level at all 
times. On» the Scott Station it has 
been founda -good plan to keep a-cov- 
ering of t-straw ontop of the silage 
This ‘not only heps to prevent moud- 
ing but it. alsi aids in retaining ” the 
heat. If the silage is frozen it may be 
fed, preferahly after it is thawed out, 
but, the labor’ of chopping out the ‘fro- 
aon stlagd "Should, -be avoided as much 
as possible. Bankink’ ‘the silo * with 
straw. has proven nelpay! in preventing 
freézing. 

‘As a feed-ensilage’ functions in two 
ways, it supplies roughage for the ani- 
mal, and it gives succulence to thé fa- 
tion, thus “permitting the digestive 
‘tract. to meke better. use of the othe 
foods consumed. - Chemical 


crude protein and carbo-hydrates and 
almost twice the quantity of fat that 
there is in ‘the same weight of ensilage 
made from green oats. It does not, 
necessarily follow that three times the 
quantity of‘silage should be fed, The 
proper quantity to feed will vary with 
tthe kind and age of the animals. fed, 
the use they make of the silage and 
the; comparative cost and 
of the different feeds. 

For the ‘most part sjlage will. be fed 
to cattle and sheep but may be fed in 
limited quantities to horses and swine 
On the Scott Experimental Station 
experiments in feeding silage. have 
been. limited to using it as a feed for 
fattening steers: yand fot finishing 
jambs for market. In feeding steers, it 
has been added to a ration made up of 
straw and threshed grain, Varying 
quantities have been fed averaging 


from 20 to-40 Ibs per animal per :day.: 


No experimants have been conducted 
on this station as yet to determine the 
proper amount of silage to feed but 
the results from feeding different 
quantities different years indicates that 
where there is an abundant supply of 
cheap roughage and cheap grain it 
may be profitable to feed the silage in 
limited quantities, just sufficient. to 
keep the animals in good health, and 
© puta finish on the fattening ani- 
mals that will command the highest 
market, price. In as far as. decreasing 
the amount of grain required for a 
pound of gain, the three year’s work 
feeding steers goes to show that- this 
amounts to 1.3 Ibs of grain per pound 
of gain, [tis undoubtedly as a *feed 
for dairy cows that silage is partieular- 
ly useful. milch cows show marked in- 
crease in the milk flow when, silage is 
added to the regular ration. As a feed 
for young growing stock it improyes 
the dry ‘ration usually fed in winter 
months. 

For feeding lambs, silage has proven 
superior to turnips. 
the Station have been shown that 
when silage was added to a fation of 
straw, whole goats. and. barley, bran, 
and oil cake, the’ cost of each pound 
‘of.increased weight in the lambs has 
been decreased by six cents. per 
pound where the silage was used and 
only four cents per pound where tur- 
nips: were used instead Of the silage. 
In these experiments the lambs were 
fed all the siage they would eat which 
amounted to between two and three 
‘pounds ‘of silage per head per day.

: a i please everybody; it-makes 


CA splendid pamphlet: . on the ad- 
vantages’ and methods of dehorning 


commercial cattle has: been issued by} 


the Dominion Live Stock Branch. 
“Dehorning “is no fad,” the writers 
remark, “It is a feed lot and market 
requirement: Horns are a handicap to 
commercial: cattle: They add to the 
cost of production.and discount the 
selling value of the animal. Our feed 
supply. cannot ‘stand wastage. From 
the cali-pen to the block, horns are a 
bill of expense to the producer and 
feeder. They are of no economic value 


to the farmer butcher or éxporter, but) 


are often the cause of unthriftiness, 
discontent and injury in feed lot and 
stable ‘résult in the placing of second- 
class good’s on the market, and cause 


heavy losses in killing. On the small’ 
farms and ton 


large ones, all 
classes of live stock are pastured in 
the. same field. Scores of cases are 
kniown where, as-a result’ of the cattle 
being horned, yaluable young colts, 
sheep and lambs have either been 
killed or disabled through being hook- 
ed ,Every year thousands of dollars are 
lost to the farmer,directly through a 
lack of that even temperament in the 
herd so necessary to economical: pro- 
duction and an equal chance for every 
animal in the herd and indirectly 
through the cut in the market price 
levied on bruised and torn cattle. 

“In practical experimental work in 
dehorning carried on in all provinces 
of Canada by the Dominion Experi, 
mental Farms’ System, the weight of 
evidence in favour of feeding dehorn- 
ed stock should, give tremendous 
impetus to the pd icy. In one typical 
case a lot of. eigttika dehorned steers 
made an average ‘gain of 23 pounds 
over a similar. number of ‘horned 
animals; another 
dehorned' steers made average gain of 
41 pounds in three weeks; one lot of 
eight steers dehorned ‘and running 
loose made an ‘average | gain of 136% 
pounds and another lot a total gain of 
910 pounds, In all cases dehorned 
steers running loose made superior 
gains to tied steers, ‘ 

“Dehorning permits of loose feeding 
a method very conducive to good gains 
Tn a large majority of cases, no re- 
duction in weight occurred and where 
met with, the loss was overcome by 
very substantial gains by the end of 
two to four weeks. It is for these 
reasons that all exténsive cattle feed- 
ers practice dehorning,”

Convention 

HonivMr. Hoadely told the conyent- 
ion of Rural Municipal Districts at Cal 
gary «that the domestic animals act 
would be re-drafted and put in.such 
shape that all the clauses applying to 
municipalities woud be — put, together 
ih one portion of the. act. He also ex- 
plained that permission to, hold round-|; 
ups in unorganized territories must be 
secured from the minister of agricul.- 
ture under conditions of the act, but 
that in organized municipalities, the 
councils. had the right to conduct 
round-ups without any reference to the 
minister. 

Hon. Alex. Ross, minister of public

evident that the cows freshening in the 
fall averaged over 800 Ibs. more milk 
per year than those freshening in the 
spring. Even those cows. freshening 
during the winter showed about a 600 
pounds increase. This increase, how- 
ever, has not been accomplished on the $ 
same ,feed or labor that: was given the 
cows that freshened in the spring. 
When cows freshen in the fall there is 
a longer period of grain feéding.Cows 
freshening in the fall must be cared 
in a different manner than . those 
whose dry period is during the winter 
It is, therefore, évident that 
incurs a higher feed 
bill and ‘additional labor. Farmers 
should realize that this additional labor 
comes at a time when the other farm. 
operations are not taking up much of 
their time, and that the heaviesteflow 
of milk is ptoduced during: the months 
of the -highest prices, and that the 
largest amount of concentrates fed re- 
sults in the manure value. 

Indications. show that. the highest 
prices for milk and cream are paid 
during | the fall and winter months. 
Cows: fréshening’ in the spring have; , 
their largest. flow-of milk during the 
months of low prices. -We can safely 
‘assume that, with mature cows whose 
lactation: period is 10 months,. 50 per 
cent of their yearly prodtction is with- 
in the first. four months, and. 20 per 
cent dfiring. the last three months of 
their lactation. 

Figures. indicate that the .most pro- 
fits from dairying are made from cows 
that freshen in the fall and early winter 
Some farmers haye failed to realize 
this fact even though the — prices for! } 
milk and cream have been fluctuating 
in similar manner (as shown by feel 
study) for many years. A large ‘percent 
age of the farmers are still breeding 
their cows for spring freshening, Their 
argument against fall freshening are 
many; it requires too much work, their 
buildings are inadequate for the proper 
care of cows milking heavily during 
the winter, feed bills would run too 
high, are a few of the many reasons 
that the farmers give. Under sonie of |’ 
the conditions that exist in the western 
provinces it is impossible 1or a few 
farmers to make a success in havinz
